This is in response to the Office Action dated May 4, 2010, in which the Examiner issued 
a Notice of Non-Compliant Amendment under 37 C.F.R. § 1.121 on May 1 4, 201 0. The 
Examiner has alleged the amendment previously filed was non-compliant as it failed to meet the 
requirements of § 1.121. Under 37 C.F.R. § 1.121(h) the Applicant has one (1) month to submit 
only the corrected section of the non-compliant amendment, although the corrected section must 
be submitted in its entirety.
